=r meetings, held on this compound, 
id to waddlein mud and wet grass, 
ers were forced to travel without wear- 
their shoes and even those who at- 
ed to wear theirs suffered from an 
destruction of nice and expensive 
ear. Now we are in a position, 
ere, regardless of rain or sun we can 
arour best and on ’ 
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clear and sound pathway, without fear of 
any destruction done to our clothing 


With regards to the stelling and shed; 
before these were bui/t so that the 8teamer 
could stop here and give out and take in 
our cargo and produce: for many years we 
were forced to travel distances of half a 
mile to a mile plus another two miles that 
the steamer usually pulls our boats up 
river, just so as to receive our cargo and 
ship our produce. Besides this, very 
many were the times when during the 
rainy season our people were soaked to 
the bones, their groceries of rice, flour 
and other things were wet and became no 
good; corn that were shipped were wet 
and rejected at the Produce Depot, all 
amount tothe great financial loss of our 
people. Now, with our stelling and the 
steamer stopping, these sufferings and 
loss have become things of the past. 


We are greatly indebted toour Govern- 
ment and we wish to record :our sincere 
thanks for their gracious and timely help.’’
